GERMAN REPORT SAYS 
LENINE, BOLSHEVIKI 
PREMIER, WILL RESIGN 

Zurich. June 22.—Nikolai Lenine, the 
Bolsheviki Premier of Russia. has ex¬ 
pressed his intention of resigning of¬ 
fice. according to a Moscow dispatch 
published in The Deutsche Tages Zelt- 
ung. of Berlin. The Premier made this 
declaration, despite the vote of confi¬ 
dence in - him recently passed by the 
Soviet Comqiittee. the dispatch adda.

London, Juno 22.—Report! are'current on the Amiterdam Boone 
to-day that an attempt has been made on the life of Emperor Charles 
of Austria, says a Central News dispatch from Amsterdam. The re¬ 
ports are unconfirmed. 


Washington, Jnns 22.—Nine hundred thousand men have been 
shipped across the sen from the United States, General March, Chief 
of Staff, told newspaper correspondents at his weekly conference 
with them to-day. These include the troops shipped from all Ameri¬ 
can ports of embarkation. 

The United States is to-day five months ahead of its programmt 
for placing an army in Prance, General March said. 

The figures on American troop movements are significant, since 
Oenyr&l March at his first conference last week fixed the number at 
more than 800,000, the addition of 100,000 during the week showing 
the rate of progress that is being made. 

While the general buttle situation 
look* good to-day. General March said 
the pregent lull on the Western front 
means only that German combat di¬ 
visions are being reformed for another 
drive. Viewing the whole situation. 
Including the Italian front, the Chief 
of Staff said that the Central Powers 
I again were held on all fronts. 

Casualties Increase. 
Washington. June 22.—The steadily 
increasing participation of American 
troops in the fighting In France was 
sharply marked in to-day's casualty 
list. Of the l&S men named. fifty-two, 
including three officers, were killed a 
action, the heaviest death toll from Ike 
battlefield yet made public 

The British casualty lists fast week 
pAsaed the 30.000 mark. During tha 
week, so far as known, the BriHSh were 
involved in no major operate * a ex¬ 
cept on the Italian front.

London, June 22.—Raids by British,troops in the region east of 
I Amiens and in the Siraseete sector of the Flanders front were report¬ 
ed by the War Office to-day.

The Washington Department of Justice has 
stated that, anti war propaganda of this As¬ 
sociation was not only circulated in the 
American training camps, but was sent to 
the Italian armies through Greece in the 
fuis£ of religions literature, the Italian authorities 
formally complaining of the Associatjon’s activities 
to the United States Government. Germany’s 
hand, of course, was behind the propaganda in 
Italy, which was conducted with the object of un¬ 
dermining the morale of the Italian armies on the

'SCENES AMONG GORGE WOODS 


There is nothing spectacular about the Y. M. C. A. camp at the 
Gorge, but it is very successful. And as long as there are red-blooded 
Victoria boys who would rather spend the summer-time in the open 
than cooped up in the city this success will doubtless continue. This 
year, on account of the war, many of the boys are younger than for¬ 
merly, yet the camp is going as strong as ever. 

Though the cainp site is little more than a stone’s throw from

teff AiNMk U. Te the oaaoal obsorvar 
from the water a few tent* can be 
aeen half hidden by the foliage at the 
top of a grassy i»iope on tho loft bank. 
But ho who Land* at the wfeftrf and 
climbs the hill will And tome doxen' 
eanva* abodes scattered among the 
. trees, and If he Is lucky, a few of their 
Inhabitants. He will discover that the 
auiip la almost secluded , from the 
sight of man, and that what appeared 
from below to he a anytH clearing 1* In 
reality a miniature village, which. 
Ridging by the wood* about, might he 
*il-« and mile* from civilisation. 

The Camp's Formation. 
r A little away from the other dwel¬ 
ling places and commanding a view of 
everything Including the Gorge waters 
right down to the bridge, stand* the 
tent of the superintendent* W W 
Duncan At the edge of the grassy 
clearing are three tents In a row and 
the dining mar<jee forms the centre of 
the camp. On the other or hast side j 
o t the clearing the remaining tents are ( 
barely visible through the thick shrub- i 
bery. 

The tents themselves are In excel¬ 
lent condition and have woodea floors | 
and rustic but substantial side*. They 
also boast real cot beds. In most cases 
two fellows occupying one tent. These j 
airy habitations are aplc and span In¬ 
side and are furnished with tables and 
chairs, one abode even boasting a 
mamxinc rack and a shaving mirror 
Bevt-nil are decorated with pennants 
and Japanese ornaments won from the 
Wily Oriental at the tea garden. 

The dining tent, which of necessity 
Is the centre of the camp’s life, con¬ 
sists of a big canvas fly or awning 

£ lthout walls stretched over a plat- 
rm. On this is built a T s h a p e d 
table which ta flanked with a long 
benrh on either side. Here also the 
plant*, which was brought in by wagon, 
reposes In state. 

Arrangements for "Eat*." 

A few yards away succeeding gen¬ 
eration* of camper* have erected a 
small shed for provisions From the 
roof of this unimposing but useful edl- 
• 0 r< a square canvas I* stretched and 
fthf Chinese cook operates beneath A 
real kitchen range has been Installed 
In this open air kitchen and as a 
suit tfye genial celestial’s culinary ef^ 
forts leave nothing to be desired. 

ft Will be seen that the tents are 
placed In no regular formation but 
simply in the'most convenient and at¬ 
tractive position* so that the whole 
has an out-of-door appearance. It is 
a real camp In real woods. 

One of tha roost notable features of 


the camp Is the fresh water supply ( 
which is obtained by means of a pipe 
line laid under the waters of the Gorge. 
This system was installed sons years 
ago at considerable expense. 

A few yards west of . the landing 
wharf a large boathouse. In which the 
eight camp caSoc* arc kept. I* moored 
to the bank. From the boathouse a 
trail among the trees, a trail overhung 
with branches and fresh With the sux-ll 
of the summer woods leads through 
two miles of virgin forest over log*- 
and beside mossy hanks to the Craig- 
flower Bridge. This the "T" boys are 
allowed to use for their frequent 
’’hikes'* end they could hardly have a 
more pleasant and solitary trail were 
they In the centre of the Island. 

8o Near end Yet $o Far. 

To the south of the clearing which 
gradually thickens into dense woods 
that surround the camp* In Irregular 
fashion, a winding trail lead* to 1 the 
road. It Is but a two-minute Walk from 
the camp to the smooth highway along 
which motors pass constantly, but In 
that two minutes one traverses the dis¬ 
tance between the woodland life and 
civilisation. It is the unique sits of 
the camp that makes It possible. The 
"T.” boys rah enjoy all the pleasures 
and advantages of an outing and yet 
be within easy reach of their usual 
business. To the passerby on the road 
nothing of a camp Is visible nave, per¬ 
haps. a wreath of smoke over the trees, 
and to the canvas dwellers little of 
civilisation except a few passing 
canoes. 

Ths Denizens of the Camp. 

But to return to the camp. It Is by 
no means a lifeless affair composed Of 
ennva* and tent pegs The young sav¬ 
ages who live there Insure s constant, 
stir and they arv always glad to see 
visitors. t>n a Sunday they are all 
about the camp or enjoying themselves 
paddling about the waters of the Gorge. 
The first time a person sec* one of 
these young sons of the forest he 1 * apt 
to be rather startled. The prescribed 
and only recognised garb Is a pair of 
canvas shoes and a gym. shirt of any 
color or variety, preferably an old 
worn-out one and a pair of punt*. In 
this rig-oul everyone feels fret and

CREATED BY THE SAW MILLS LOCATED IN THE CITY 


SUTEMEHT BY UHlt OWHEBS 

A petition, addressed to the Mayor and Aldermen of the- Oity, has been eironlated and extensively 
signed by men engaged in various lines of business and by almost all of the householders residing in 
the section most affected by the nuisance. 

The said petition, together with the signatures attached thereto, is as follows, viz: 

«. Victoria, B. C„ June 18th, 1918. 

To the Mayor and Aldermen of the Oity of Victoria, B. 0.: 

We, the undersigned citixeni and reaident* of the City of Victoria, respectfully represent that we believe this to 
be an inopportune time to enforce any regulation! which will interfere with the operations of the Saw Mills and other 
industrial institutions located in the Oity. 

We particularly art concerned over the probability that enforcement of the City By-Law against the escape of 
Smoke, Cinders, Bawdqat, etc., from the Saw Mills in the City'will result in the closing down of such industries, which 
would be very disastrous at this time. 

1st. Because the products of the Mills are so urgently needed for war purposes. * 

2nd. Because these industries are the means of converting the most important of the Country’s raw products 
into Cash, which is needed for the business prosperity of the Community. 

We would, therefore, most respectfully urge that you either repeal the said By-Law Ho. 1962 and amendment 
thereto No. 1978, of suspend the.enforcement thereof during the continuance of the War. 


We take this opportunity of expressing our appreciation 
of the actions of those women and men who reside, in the 
section of the City affected by the operations of the mills, in 
expressing their willingness to put up with the nuiaanfe dur¬ 
ing the contiunance of the war. 

The Mill Companies and employee* thereof, recognise 
that the said householders, particularly the women, who live 
in the said sections contiguous to the mills, have signed the 
petition solely from patriotic motives, and all credit is due 
them for their determination to put up with, what i* in many 
cases a serious nuisance, rather than even indirectly stand¬ 
ing in the way pf the production of timbers end- lumber 
'which are needed for war purposes. 

These petitioners are also due the very hearty thanks 
and warm commendation of all the |>usincs* interests of the 
City of-Victoria for their willingness to bear with the incon¬ 
venience suffered from the operations of the Saw Mills. 
Every man and woman engaged in business in the City is 
vitally interested in having our Saw Mills continue operat¬ 
ing unhampered, so that their production of lumber will he 
as great ax possible. r '> 

In the discussions which hsve taken place before the 
City Council much has been said about the efficiency of a 
refuse-burner at the plant of the Kobinxon Manufacturing 
Company, Everett, Washington.. The Cameron Lumber Co., 
Ltd., being most anxious to do everything in its power to 
prevent soot and charred particles of sawdust from escaping 
from its smoke stack and refuae burner, employed the most 
notable experts of the Pacific Northwest to suggest efficient 
means for that end. One of the experts so engaged was Mr. 
A. B. Hraena, of Seattle. His attention was directed to the 


Robinson Manufacturing Company’s burner. His advice re¬ 
lating thereto is contained in his written report to us hearing 
date August 17th, 1917, and is as follows:— 

k “In regard to the burner at the Robinson Mamtfac- 
Mkriug Co.’s plant at Everett, Wash., beg to advise that 
T, with several others, investigated it pretty thoroughly 
with the idea of adopting it at the Wcycrhauser Plant 
at Everett. The fact that we did not adopt it and built 
instead a regular steel shell briclfTtaed burner is very 
c onclus ive evidence of what we thought of it. At the 
time we made our investigation there was very little 
refuse passing to the burner, in fact the chain was hardly 
covered and this was practically nothing but sawdust 
and shavings. Even under this condition, with very 
little refuse passing to the burner and, therefore, very 
little lire, the fire brick in the retorts were melting and 
running-down on the floor like so much molasses. I do 
not know what the up-keep of this burner is or how large 
a burner of this type would have to be built to take care 
of the amount of refuse that you have. It is my opinion 
that it is simply out of the question. 1 cannot recom¬ 
mend this type of burner for a Saw Mill.” 

We would say further that the Cameron Lumber Com¬ 
pany, Ltd., acting on the advice of Mr. Pracna, and also Mr. 
Calder, another expert on refuse burners and spark 
arrestars. etc., have made extenaive improvements On the 
smoke stack and burner of their plant. 

Furthermore, all of the Companies operating Mills with¬ 
in the City have used all reasonable mean* for reducing the 
discharge of soot and cinders from their plants.
